With today's renewal of the drive

line evidently are expected by the 
British to achieve a similar 
result.

LONDON',

4.—The number

British merchant men sun It last 
week 


was the smallest in the entire history 
of U-boat warfare. 


Kleven British merchantmen of more 


than IfiOO tons each and two vessels un- 
der 1600 tons were sunk by mines or 
submarines during the PSIKL week, ac- 
cording to the British admiralty state- 
ment made public last evening. 


This is by fur the luwest record since 


ruthless U-boat warfare besan last 
February, and is lower than even the 
most s;ui£Uinc of the briti-sh otlieials 
dared hope t'or a few months ago. 
How I'avoi'ablc the figures arc can 
only be realized when they are com- 
pared with those of some weeks back 
in April. For in.stance, during the week 
ending April 22 a iota! of 55 vessels 
were sunk, -10 o£ them being of over 
1GOO tons each. 


On an average of 300U tons and 1000 
tons for the two classes 
lust 
week's 
sinking- would represent an aggregate 
u£ only 35,000 tons. 
This would be at the rate of 1,820,000 
tons a year instead of the 1,000,000 tons 
a mo n tli, which the Gorman admiralty 
predicted as the toll of the U-boats, 
The arrivals and sailings last week 
reached a total of 5422, so that the per- 
centage of sinkings was a fraction un- 
der 0.24. A total of 1G vessels beat off 
attacks. No fishing vessels were sunk. 
The total of all U-sses to world's ship- 
ping since Germany's ruthless U-boat 
war went into effect aggragete 
about 
two-thirds of those claimed by the Ger- 
mans in a statement issued Kept. 1. At 
that time the Germans alleged that an 
average of 900,000 tons had been sunk 
monthly for seven months. 


The actual totals 
of tonnage sunk 
compiled here show that not even dur- 
ing the most successful month for the 
U-boats--April—have the figures reach- 
ed any such proportion, while the Au- 
gust losses dropped to almost half the 
April figure.

This tax applies to all trades or busi 
ness, "Whether continuously carried on 
or not, except 
(a) Compensation or fees of officer, 


of the United. States or any state, ter 
rltory or the District of Columbia, or 
any sub-division thereof; 
(b) Corporations exempt under 
sec 


tion 11 of title 1, act of Sept. 8, 1916, as 
amended by this act, or partnerships 
and individuals coming within the same 
description; 
(c) Incomes derived from the 
busi- 
ness of life, health and accident insur- 
ance combined in one policy issued on 
the weekly premium payment plan. 
This tax is not to be imposed in the 
case of the business of a foreign cor- 
poration or partnership or a non-resi- 
dent alien individual, the net income of 
which business during the taxable year 
from poures within the United States Is 
less than 53000.

• The excess profits -tax will impress 
everyone who has to make a return 
under it as an example of 
barbaric 


frightfulness. 
It 
Is unlike any 
tax 


ever imposed in any civilized country. 
By next March all American asylums 
will be full of people who lost their 
minds trying to calculate what they 
owed Uncle Sam under this terrible tax. 
Lawsuits to determine Its application 
will still be going on when our grand- 
children are dead and hurled. 
Who must pay? 
Every corporation 


with a'net income exceeding $3000 and 
every partnership or Individual with a 
net income derived from the operation 
of any kind of business which exceeds

see 


what percentage they are of the ac- 
tual capital invested in the business 
during the same three years. 
If they 


average less than 7 per cent., you will 
be allowed the full 7 per cent.; but 


if they average more than 9 per cent, 
you will bo allowed only 9 per cent. 
Only if they fall between 7 and 9 per 
cent, do you take the actual average. 
For example, with $100.000 of actual 
capital. If the average 
net income 


is SS200, that would stand as 8.2 per 
cent.; but if the average was only 
53500 you would be allowed 7 per cent., 
while If the average was $50,000 you 
would be allowed only 9 percent. So 
you will see that-while you have to go 
through all this rigmarole in making 
your return for all practical -purposes 
you might as well take an average of 
S por cent, and let it go at that. 


After you have got this pre-war rate 


of profit determined, you apply that 
percentage to your present capital, add 
$6000 to itvfor individual or partner- 
ship business and $3000 for a corpora- 
tion, and subtract the result from your 
net income for the year 1917. 
This 
gives you the amount of your excess 
profits on which you will be taxed. 


For professions and all kinds of bus- 


inesses and trades in which only a 
nominal capital is employed, It is ob- 
vious that this plan cannot apply. So 
the act provides that they shall pay 
a flat rate of 8 per cent, on the amount 
by which the net income exceeds $3000 
if they are organized as corporations 
and $6000 if they- are run by partner- 
ships or individuals. 


What is capital? 
It will be seen 


that the application of this tax 
de- 


pends absolutely on the definition of 
the word capital. 
That is what

Donohoo &. Co,. 45 Moody street, on the

morning. 


Officer Jose V. JJ. Noyc, the first wit- 
ness! called, testified that ho arrested 
two men in Mr. Donohoe's saloon on 
Sept. 18. The men when brought to the 
police station gave their names as Wil- 


. Ham Nutile and James Uorgau. 
Both 
men were under the influence of liquor 
when placed under arrest. 
Un cross-examination 
witness said 
that ho and Ollicer Lennon had made 
frequent visits to the saloon since being 
appointed to the squad and thie was the 
only occasion he had to make complaint 
relative to the manner in which the 
business has been conducted. 
Officer 


Noyo said that there were about eight 
people present on the day in question. 
Mr. Donohoo was not present on that 
occasion, but as a general rule he was 
there when tho officers called. Witness 
told of a conversation bo had with the 
clerk who served the men who were 
subsequently arrested. 
Ollicer Lcnnon, who was. with Officer 
Noyc on the day in question, had been, 
called to testify at superior court and 
it was agreed by Hupl. Welch and coun- 
sel for the defense that if Officer JLen- 
r.on 
were present he would testify that 
. the two men found in the saloon were 
drunk. 
Wagon Officer Markiiam testified that 
the men he received at the patrol bus 
at Monument .square wero. drunk, 
hut 
that he wojld not consider that they 
v/erc very drunk. He said that in his 
opinion if an officer saw them walking 
along tho street he did not think fhcy 
would have been placed under arrest, 
despite the fact that the men staggered. 
John Donohoe, the respondent, said 
that he conducts a saloon at 45 Moody 
street. He has been in the business for 
35 years and at the present location for 
the past 17 years, and this was the first 
time ho had ever been complained of. 
Ho said he had instructed his clerks not 
to servo li(|unr to intoxicated persons, 
minors or soldiers, whether in uniform 
or civilian attire. Witness said that lift 
had been in poor health for the past 13 
mo'nths, but spent most of his time in 
the saloon. 
On the day the two men 
were arrested Mr. Donohoe was fishing 
at Groton. 
"How long has this man who sorveO 
these men been in your employ?" asked 
Commissioner Eoulger. 
"About four years." 
"What excuse did ho havo for serv- 
ing these men?" 
"He said that he did not believe thai 
the men werfi under tho influence of 
liquor."
